GEORGE HENRY INQUEST BEGUN 


Father of Boy Killed at St. James 
Hotel Saturday Testified That 


He Was but Fifteen. 


The inquest over the body of George 
Henry, the boy killed tn the elevator at the 
St. James Hotel Saturday afternoon, was 
begun Monday morning before Coroner 


Fur.khouser. 

The testimony showed that young Henry 
was but 15 years old. Deputy Coroner 
Fitzsimmons stated that there is an ordin- 
ance in the municipal code which declares 
that all elevator boys must be 16 years old 
or more. The ordinance referréd to by the 
deputy coroner follows: 

Sec. 2257.—Competent Operators to Be Em- 
ployed.—The users of all power elevators 
shall employ a competent person to operate 
and run the same, who shall have a proper 
know ledge of all the points of the machin- 
ery for the working of the elevator of 
which he may have charge, and who shall 
not be less than 16 years of age, of indus- 
trious -and sober habits. Whenever it shall 
become evident to the inspector of boilers 
and elevators that any person employed in 
the above capacity is incompetent, or un- 
trustworthy, he shall notify the users of 
said elevator, who shall at once replace the 
incompetent emplove with a qualified oper- 
ator. (Revised Ordinances, 1892, Sec. 1669.) 

J. D. Henry of 236 South Beaumont street, 
father of the deceased, testiiled that he 
was a special officer at Union Siation, and 
that Saturday noon while at dinner he 
told George to stay at home that afternoon 
and help his mother 

He stated that when he went home that 
evening Mre. Henry said the boy had ‘eft 
during the afternoon saying as he went that 
“he bet he wouid have a jvhb when he 
came home.” Later a tél42paone message 
reached him, saying his son was badly nurt 
at the St. James. At the hitel, he teeti- 
fied, he could learn nothing of his son's 
fate. At the city ‘lispensacy he was told 
the body was in the morgue. 

Mr. Henry said Elmer Purcell of 2707 
Clark avenue, the regular elevator boy at 
the hotel, secured George the job and was 
breaking him in when the accident oc- 
curred. 

He said his son was 15 years old. 

Charles Polston of 2957 Sheridan avenue 
witnessed the accident. He said young 
Henry was suddenly jerked to the top of 
the car by the rope with which it is regu- 
lated, and that his body was swung out 
against the wall and crushed there by the 
frame of the car 

The inquest was laid over at this point till 
Tuesday morning.

PERSONAL ODDITIES. 


The ‘‘aube-de- siecle’ : style of French ele- 
quence and at the eame time the lofty view 
of Victor Hugo's genius taken by his coun- 
trymen 17 years after his death are shown 
in the following peroration of the speech 
delivered by M. Gabriel Hanotaux at the 
Pantheon on behalf of the French academy, 
in honor of the centenary celebration of 
the poet’s birth: “‘He died,’ ran the pas- 
sage in question. “A spasm, an immense 
thunder, rolled through and through the 
city out into the country and thence 
through all the world. The universe lifted 
itself and stretched out palms to him. The 


arch of triumph decked itself in miouining 
veils while the poets of France kept vigil 
over his body as he lay beneath it. Cuiras- 
s.ers in shining breastplates held lighted 
torches rigidly through the dying hours of 
the night. And when the funereal dawn 
crept unon the sky, when the torches paled 
and when behind the poor hearse which 
carried his remains a great crowd such as 
he loved so well ranged itself in silent, 
grief-stricken homage; when the whole city 
was filled with a tumult in which the grief 
of death mingled with the joy of immortal- 
ity—then he, majestic still and already be- 
come legendary, headed thé cortege that 
crossed Paris connecting Napoleon's hill 
with that of Clovis, and ordered before him 
the gates of the Pantheon o ened that he 
might carry out his glory within!’ 


The following letter was written by the 

private secretary of President Kruger of 
tne Transvaal in reply to an invitation 
from Johannesburg to attend ®’ ball given 
in 1891 in- celebration of Queen Victorias 
birthday: “In reply to your favor of the 
12th inst., requesting me to ask his 
honor, the state president, to  con- 
sent to the making use of his name as pat- 
ron on the occasion of a ball to be given at 
Johannesburg one the 26th inst., I 
have been instructed to inform 
you that whereas his honor considers a 
ball as Baal's service, for which reasons 
the Lord ordered Moses to kill all offenders, 
whereas such is, consequently, contrary to 
his honor’s principles, his honor cannot 
consent to the misuse of his name in con- 
nection with such a ball.’
